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CONFIRMING THE TITLE 
Herman Trelle has again won the 
grand championship for wheat at Chicago; 
along with the first awards for flax seed, 
timothy seed and field peas. This is his 
second successive victory, and the third 
that he has won. 

This clinches the claim that Mr. Trelle 
did not win by a “fluke” on former occa- 
sions, and that it was not not by accident 
that two former world championships 
came to the Peace River section of Alberta. 
“Flukes” and “accidents” do not happen 
with such regularity. 

Behind these successive wins lie years 
of patient and persevering effort in study, 
selection and cultivation, carried on under 
circumstances sometimes disheartening to 
the limit. And not even this relentless 
pursuit of excellence could have succeed- 
ed had it not been that northern Alberta 
is the best wheat country in the world. 


PLENTY FAST ENOUGH 

Canada’s population is now stated offi- 
cially to be somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 1¢,360,000. So after all the hullabaloo 
about the “exodus” during the early years 
of the decade, the Dominion added 1,566,- 
000 to its population in the last ten years. 
That is somewhat more than ten per cent, 
or an average of one per cent per year. 

In the light of present circumstances, 


it is clear that this rate of gain was plenty 
fast enough. The last two years have 
given us ample cause to be thankful that 
ballyhoo methods were not resorted to 


more extensively than they were during 
the preceding two or three years to bring 
an influx of people from Europe. As a 
matter of fact our unemployment total 
has borne a consistent proportion to the 
number of newcomers who landed on our 
shores in the two seasons immediately pre- 
ceding the general slump in conditions, 
Had fewer come, there would have been 
fewer for whom jobs had to be made or to 
whom relief had to be given. 

That is the moral that Canadians 
should draw from the census returns, If 
they remember it they will have less cause 
for worry when the next depression comes 
along. 


“ON THEIR OWN” 

The newly-enacted Statute of West- 
minster came into effect today. This gives 
the sanction of law to the equality among 
British dominions which was proclaimed 
at the Imperial Conference in 1926, The 
broad meaning is that no law passed by 
the parliament of Great Britain shall 
have authority in another self-governing 
dominion unless the parliament of that do- 
minion so orders, 

The parliament at Westminster is no 
longer in any sense or particular the law- 
maker for the Empire, but only for Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, and for 
colonies and dependencies which have not 
attained self-government. The parlia- 
ments of the other dominions are as com- 
pletely responsible for the legal safeguards 
and prohibitions under which their peoples 
live a8 is the parliament at Westminster 
for the laws which govern the lives and 
conduct of the people living in Great Bri- 
tain and Northern Ireland. 

The passing of this statute does not 
“make history”. The history was made 
when the Conference gave its assent to 
the Balfour declaration that the self-goy- 
erning states in the Empire were “free 
ind equal The statute only makes re- 
cognition of that principle and translates 
it into law. 

The promptness with which the mea- 

ure was passed through the British par- 
liament and given the Royal assent shows 
that there was no disposition to grudge 
or to “hedge” the assumption of full 
authority by the parliaments of the over- 
sea dominions. On this, as on former oc- 
casions, Britain has been found quite as 
ready to admit that the dominions are ‘on 
their own” as the dominions were to state 
the claim. 


A WIDE DISTRIBUTION IS BEST 


The end of the week found the new Do- 
minion loan about two-thirds subscribed. 
It should have been taken up entirely the 
day it was put on the market, for the 
amount was relatively small, the need ap- 
parent, the security the best, and the in- 
terest rate high, That this did not occur 
cannot be attributed to any lack of money 
in Savings accounts, nor to any doubt that 
the bonds were good buying 

What evidently happened is that the

small investor left it to the large investor 
to take up the issue; perhaps thinking it 
would be subscribed so quickly in Montreal 
and other centres that it was useless for 
him to send along an application, In any 
case, the buying during the week was done 
by large corporations, rather than by in- 
dividual investors in small amounts, The 
flood of applications at the week-end was 
the result of the public at large coming 
into belated action, 

One reason for this delay is that the 
issue was not advertised sufficiently in ad- 
vance. A week before the bonds were 
placed on sale it was not known definitely 
what the amount would be or what the in- 
terest rate would be. The advertisements 
calling attention to the issue were pub- 
lished the same day the subscription books 
were opened, Canada is too large a coun- 
try for this quick-order method to produce 
the general response that is desirable 
when a national bond issue is offered. 

There never was a doubt that the 
bonds would be bought. But while getting 
the money is the first consideration in a 
bond sale, there is another object that 
should also be kept in mind. It is for 
many reasons preferable to distribute na- 
tional securities as widely as possible over 
the Dominion and among people of all 
classes. In proportion as that is done, 
Canadians will be made to feel that this is 


their country, and will be given a direct 
personal interest in its financial affairs. 
When another loan is required, care should 
be taken to bid for the largest possible 
issue 


number of buyers, by giving the 
plenty of advance publicity.

How may the extragrdinary present- 
|day situation be turned to good ac- 
count inter-Imperially? Would it be 
pract-cal to have a revaluation of 
Empire currency, so that the curren- 
cies of all parts of the Empire might 
be on a parity of exchange? It {s 
diffcult to forecast what the result 
would be, It is a mater for experts 
n international finance to pass upon, 
but it is a thought I should like to 
leave with you. May I enlarge upon 
it briefly? . 
The gold standard was devised and | 
successfully operated at a time = in| 
which the movement of goods and 
gold was fairly free from restriction 
by tariff walls and financial legisla- 
tion, In the last decade, the changed | 
conditions make very difficult any 
automatic working of a gold standard. 
Prior to the revaluation of Empire 
currency, our financial leaders and 
our economists would have ta devise 
new rules for the control of this oper- 
ation. If the deéstrability of an Em- 
pire economic unit be accepted as aj 
point of view, the immediate task 
would be the determination of the ex- 
tent to which the Empire is self- 
sufficient in terms of raw meterials 
or available capital, and the extent to 
|} which the Empire must sell or buy 
| in outside markets. If it be accepted | 
|} that we should buy and sell as far | 
} as possible within the Empire, the re- 
| Standardization would have to be car- 
ried out in such a way as would fur- 
ther this end. If the restandardiza- 
ton were at a uniform discount, both 
the immediate and long range effects 
| might well be a marked increase in 
intra-Empire trade and a decrease of 
| the trade with the United States and 
other countries continulng on the old 
gold standard basis. It would in- 
crease the demand for intra-Empire | 
| financing; it would cut down the im- 
ports from extra-Emp-re countries; it 
would become a virtual additional 
tariff wall around Empire trade. The

The advance in commodity prices 
in certain lines is bound to be help- 
ful to Canada.

showed even greater gains, the experi- 
ments giv ug an average increase for 
the new wheat of 18 per cent. 

Reliance was one of the wheats 
produced in the United States when 
crocses were made of Kanred, one of 
the best winter wheats used there, 
and Marquis. The crosses were made 
with a view to developing a rust-resis.- 
ant spring wheat but this particular 
chose not to inherit the 
rust resisting qualities of the Kanred 
parent but to combine the high yileld- 
ing qualitics of both parents and give 
a heavier crop than either. 

It is not recommended by Dr. Har- 
ringion for areas where rust is a men- 
ace, nor the northern districts where 
an early wheat is needed, South, 
however, of township 40 and west of 
the third meridian is a great grain 
producing area in which Dr. Harring- 
ton feels that this wheat could sup- 
plant Marquis to great advantage, 
BEARDED HEAD 

One characteristic of Reliance that 
will displease many farmers is tha 
the head is bearded. In this connect- 
jon it Is noteworthy that Andrew An- 
derson of Alsask, a “master farmer” 


| who tested it and was strongly preju- 


diced against bearded wheats, thinks 


| 1t good enough to be worth using in 


Spite of the beards. 

In the length of time it takes to 
mature, this wheat is almost identical 
with Marqu's. In height it is Slightiy 
shorter than Marqu!s but taller than 
Garnret and Reward. In the strength 
of the straw and also in regard to 
shattering it is intermediate between 
Marquis and Garnet with Reward 
wheat stronger than either, 

In the tests made in the university 
baking laboratory by Dr. R, K. Lar- 
mour it has been awarded a baking 
score equal to that of Marquis though 
the loaf volume and protein conten‘ 
are somewhat lower. It is to be noted 
that in these tests conducted over a 
period of three years, Reward wheat 
showed a protein content 25.7 higher 
than Marquis and a loaf volume 13 


per cent. greater. It would appear 
that as a blending wheat Reward 
should really carry a stibstantial 


premium over Marquis,
